HONOLULU, Hawaii — The 
golden toe of Reinhold Stuprich 
single-handedly accounted for all 
of Hawaii’s points here Saturday 
night as the Rainbows upended 
the Cougar football team 15-13 in 
a game played in Honolulu 
stadium. 


BYel -mutted a. golden 
opportunity to win the game in 
the final seconds when Mark 
Uselman missed a 23-yard field 
goal directly in front ot the goal 
posts. 


Stuprich kicked a school record 
of five field goals from 35, 24, 39, 
44 and 23 yards out to give 
Hawaii a late 15-7 lead. Then the 
Rainbow Warriors overcame 
BYU’s rally and their own 
mistakes to make the coaching 
debut of Larry Price a winning 
one. 

The Cougars, also plagued by 
four interceptions and three 
fumbles, cut Hawaii’s lead to 
15-13 with 7:47 to play when 
cornerback Mike Russell 
intercepted an Alex Kaloe errant 
pass and sprinted 31 yards for a 
touchdown. Quarterback Gary 
Sheide was stopped short on a 
two-point conversion attempt. 

Kaloe and split end Mel 
DeLaura combined on a plass play 
but the Rainbow receiver fumbled 
on the BYU 30 and weak safety 
Dana Wilgar recovered for the 
Cats with 6:47 left to play. 

BYU marched to the Hawaii six 
yard line with tailback Jeff Blanc, 
who gained 165 yards rushing 
overall, accounting for most of 
the yardage as the clock ran down 
to the final half minute. 

With 15 seconds remaining BYU 
called a time out and kicker 
Uselman. was sent in to try for the 
winning three pointer from dead 


in front of the goal post. The snap 
from center was low and holder 
Mark Giles had to quickly place 
the ball down and Uselman 
shanked the kick wide to the right 
of the goal posts. 

It was a disheartening loss for 
the Cats but there were some 
bright spots with the running of 
Blanc, which Head Coach LaVell 
Edwards characterized as intense 
and hard driving. Edwards also 
singled out the play of freshman 
fullback Todd Christensen, who 
he said blocked well and was a 
good receiver.

(Cont. from page 3) 
there to prod them along, and if 
there’s someone on board who 
can’t carry a tune in a bucket, 
don’t worry, the clacking of the 
wheels will probably drown them 
out. 

The Heber Creeper and its sister 
train, the Night Crawler, are true 
relics. The Creeper is one of the 
last remaining steam locomotives 
still operating in Utah, and the 
Crawler is pulled by a rare Shay 
engine. Also, the antique 
furnishings of both trains easily 
qualify them as museums on 
wheels. 

The Creeper departs from the 
Heber depot at 11 a.m. and 3:15 
p.m. each Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday until October 6. It works 
its way across Heber Valley and 
down Provo Canyon, passing 
beautiful alpine scenery, cliffs, 
waterfalls, and forests. Passengers 
can also board the train at the 
Bridal Veil Falls depot at 1:15 or 
3:15 p.m., one way only. 

“Nobody really knows how the 
Heber Creeper got its name 
originally,’ said R.J. Hatfield, 
another conductor on the train. It 
apparently stems from the fact 
that it took the old Denver & Rio 
Grande Western, (the original 
Heber Creeper), about an hour 
and 20 minutes to make the 
25-mile run from Heber to Provo. 
“That train crept along at such a 
snail’s pace that everyone called 
it, among other things, the Heber 
Creeper,” Hatfield remarked. 

Like its predecessor, the current 
Creeper is slow and leisurely, 
taking three and a half hours to 
make the 37-mile round trip from 
Heber to Bridal Veil Falls and 
back again. 

“The Night Crawler,” just put 
into operation this year, is for 
those who enjoy the night life. 
“The deluxe dinner and lounge, 
exquisite food, atmosphere and a 
steam engine ride, promise a 
unique experience for all who 
ride,’’ said Ray Arnold, the 
general manager of the Heber 
Creeper. The Crawler departs the 
Heber depot at 7:30 p.m. on 
Friday, Saturday, and Sunday 
evenings. 

The Crawler goes as far as Deer 
Creek Dam and than returns to 
Heber. The sight of moonlight 
reflecting from the lake, the 
relaxing meal, the stroll in the 
open-air cars, and the intake of 
cool, crisp, and clean mountain air 
make an evening on the Crawler a 
night to remember. To ensure 
plOomiwv Ot TrOOGm wOr gl, 
reservations are required for the 
Night Crawler.

considerable height when 
mountain ridges and dense forests 
make low flying impossible. 

The fish are mildly sedated for 
their ordeal and are often packed 
with water in plastic bags which 
burst on impact with the lake 
surface. Few fish suffer from the 
ordeal, but, of course, sometimes 
things go wrong. North recalls an 
incident in the White Rocks area. 
The pilot had made two sighting 
passes over a small lake, arousing 
interest in a group of hikers who 
moved to the waters edge to 
witness the drop. On the third 
pass, the flyer mistimed his 
release, raining young fish on the

A collection of some 15,000 
glass plate negatives taken in 
Central Utah in the early 1900's 
has been acquired by the Harold 
B. Lee Library at Brigham Young 
University. 

The photographs comprise the 
life-time negative collection of the 
Huntington and Bagley Studio in 
Springville, which was in 
operation from about 1900 until 
1936. 

Nelson B. Wadsworth, photo 
historian at BYU and _ assistant 
professor of communications, said 
the negatives were taken by a 
photographic partnership made up 
on Joseph Daniel “Bagley, 
(1875-1936) and Elfie Huntington 
(circa 1870-1950). 

Nocondinc. tom nohessonr 
Wadsworth, the negatives were 
stored for years in the Bagley 
studio at 101 South Main Street 
in Springville after it changed 
hands. About 12 years ago, Ralph 
Snelson, son of the photographer 
who took over the gallery, gave 
the plates to Lynn Wakefield of 
Provo. Recently, Mr. Wakefield 
decided to turn the plates over to 
the BYU Library for inclusion in 
its extensive photo archives. It 
required a pick-up truck to 
transport the collection. 

“We are immensely pleased at 
EMG AC@UIGKTIOM Of EME 
Bagley-Huntington Glass Plate 
Collection,’? commented Professor 
Dennis Rowley, Curator of 
Manuscripts for the Lee Library 
and the person charged with 
preserving and cataloging the 
plates. “The portraits are a gold 
mine of information for 
genealogists and a wide variety of 
historical scenes are a historian’s 
delight. We anticipate heavy use 
of the collection,” said Rowley. 

Both. Bagley “and Milsis 
Huntington learned the art of 
photography from George Edward 
Anderson, well-known pioneer 
photographer who operated 
galleries in Manti, Springville, and 
Spanish Fork. A segment of 
Anderson’s plate collection was 
acquired by BYU earlier this year. 

Elfie worked for many years as 
Anderson’s retoucher. She had 
been deaf since childhood, but, 
according to many old-timers who

legal size in sixteen months.” one 
worker proudly exclaimes. “At 
Springville, where they use much 
colder water, it takes two years.” 

Starting as egges in special trays 
in the hatchery building, the trout 
spend their early days in intensive 
care. At this state, they are highly 
susceptible to disease. The eggs 
hatch in 10 days to two weeks, 
but remain indoors for another 
month in long, shallow tanks. The 
tiny “‘fry” are given a regular diet 
of high-protein food every hour. 
Then they graduate to the larger, 
outdoor tanks, where they grow 


to fingerling size in the next four 
to five months. 

Most of the three million fish 
raised each year are transported at 
this stage to lakes throughout the 
summer, but about half a million 
are held over in a series of ponds 
and ditches until the following 
Joring, wine Ting reac 
legal-catching size, for planting in 
fast-running rivers and streams. 

In such an idyllic setting as 
Midway, with its tall, graceful 
trees and myriads of wild flowers, 
one might be excused for 
believing nothing serious can ever 
go wrong here.

scourge that has by now reached 
disaster proportions. Max North, 
the superintendent, demonstrates 
the problem with a guided tour of 
the ponds and ditches where the 
larger trout are held over during 
the winter and early spring 
months. 

As he drives past the first pond, 
a large fish hawk circles overhead, 
and two purple herons flap 
heavily into the air, circling warily 
away from the truck and settling 
at length in the tall trees. North 
frowns. “Birds! they are the worst 
problem by far. I reckon they 
take at least 25 per cent of the 
fish in these ponds.”

In the next five minutes, nearly 
20 herons are flushed from the 
ponds, more than most people see 
in a lifetime. North asserts there 
are about 60 great blue herons 
and night herons living off his 
fish. “This is their grocery store,” 
he observes bitterly. 

Carbide guns, which make a 
tremendous noise, are used to 
scare the birds away, but even the 
wary herons have learned to live 
with them, and the seagulls that 
come in the spring ignore them 
completely. DeVon Mower, a 
senior hatchery official, feels even 
more bitter. “We can stand the 
hawks and herons,” he says.

“They are kind of special, and no 
one really wants to harm them, 
but it’s the seagulls that do the 
most damage.” 

Mower estimates at least a 
thousand seagulls were on the 
hatchery one day last spring, 
glutting themselves with fish. “A 
gull can swallow a_half-pound 
trout in one gulp, and he never 
seems to be satisfied. We used to 
have a permit to shoot them, but 
the conservationists opposed us 
and it was revoked a little more 
than a year ago. We appealed to 
the Federal Court in Denver, but 
they turned us down, so we just

possible changes at Brigham 
Young University to help restore a 
historical and moral perspective in 
our education is impossible in a 
short essay. But the. general 
direction those changes would 
take is surely obvious. 


General education would be 
modified from its present 
“shotgun” character—that gives 
students a random smattering of 
disconnected facts from 
miscellaneously chosen fields—to 
a more unified, rigorous survey of 
the whole of our Western heritage, 
“he anus, sciemees, politics. 
technology, culture, government 
and philosophy of our ancestors 
from early Greek times through 
Rome and Europe to the present. 
Emphasis would be placed upon 
the unity of the disciplines and 
their relevancy to modern man. 


In addition to reevaluating 
general education, each. college 
and department should strive in 
its program to emphasize better 
the historical origins and 
development of its discipline and 
its place in the academic pyramid. 
Value questions should be freely 
placed, and a variety of outside 
disciplines drawn upon to answer 
them. 


Mere institutional changes 
would not accomplish what we 
are talking about; the attitudes of 
students and teachers toward the 
whole educational process would 
have to be transformed. It would 
have to be transformed. It would 
FO@WIre {tiime, Dnt tine 
transformation would probably 
nourish itself even as it began and 
then blossomed. Teachers would 
be freed to pry open the oyster 
shell of specialization so stifling to 
scholarship and boring to 
students, to swim in the larger 
currents of Western thought. The 
role of a teacher would expand 
from a transmitter of knowledge 
to a transmitter of vision and 
perspective as well. BYU has 
traditionally left that role to the 
Religion department, thus 
developing graduates with high 
personal morality but limited 
social consciousness. 


A second proposal for reform, 
which would actually spring from 
the first is: 2) The dethroning of 
dogma, not to be mistaken as a 
call to heresy. As Mormons we 
believe in the Restored Gospel, we 
accept the counsel of living 
prophets, we view our national 
constitution as inspired. The 
constant effort of our university 
and ourselves as free individuals 
should be the affirmation of those 
principles. 


But too often in the past that 
affirmation has meant ignoring 
the very existence of a world of 
billions who do not accept those 
principles. Too often we have 
acted as though we could defend 
the truth by cold storage 
isolation, not remembering the 
power of truth to defend itself. 
An awareness of divergent 
viewpoints and a willingness to 
study them would vitalize our 
university. 


The need for the dethroning of 
dogma extends beyond the need 
to discuss doctrines heretical to 
our Mormon beliefs or sacred 
Western traditions. In almost 
every discipline there is a 
Pwewavline. ss Panty. lines. a 
dominant trend of scholarship 
which all too often threatens to 
become a dogmatic requirement 
for intellectual acceptance. 
Perhaps unaware of it, many 
teachers advocate and teach the 
Party line as though it were a 
common fact like 1=1, thus failing 
to make their students aware of 
the existence and nature of 
opposition viewpoints.

Imaginar

Admiring Friend: “My, that’s a 
beautiful baby you have there!” 

Mother: “Oh, that’s nothing—you 
should see his photograph!” 


We are living in a world of 
illusion, a society in which image 
is more important than reality, 
appearance superior to truth. The 
very institutions of America 
origianally founded to make us 
aware of reality—newspapers, 
travel agencies, the electronic 
media, publishing houses, public 
relations agencies, and 
congressional committees—have 
degenerated into mere 
image-makers. 

This is the central thesis of 
Daniel J. Boorstin’s, The Image, 
first published thirteen years ago 
to resounding critical acclaim. It is 
a study of the rampant, nearly 
universal habit of Americans to 
substitute image for reality, iron 
pyrite for gold. 

Boorstin begins with a comment 
on the extravagant demands of 
Americans for the world to serve 
them, bless them, and conform to 
their wishes. Americans want 
everything, and they want it 
cheaply: 

= Wihien swe pick-up our 
newspaper at breakfast, we 
expect—we even demand—that it 
bring us momentous events since 
the night before...We expect 
Our two-week vacation to be 
romantic, exotic, cheap, and 
effortless. We expect a faraway 
atmosphere if we go to a nearby 
place; and we expect everything 
to be relaxing, sanitary and 
Americanized if we go to a 
faraway place. 

“We expect new heroes every 
season, a literary masterpiece 
every month, a_ dramatic 
spectacular every week, a rare 
sensation every night...We 
expect our nation to be strong 
and great and vast and varied and 
prepared for every challenge; yet 
we expect our “national purpose” 
to be clear and simple, something 
that gives direction to the lives of 
nearly two hundred million

people and can be bought in a 
paperback at the corner drugstore 
for a dollar.”’ 

So great is the American desire 
for constant titillation of the 
senses, the communications media 
feels obligated to provide us with 
it. News must happen, even if it 
must be contrived, dug out or 
streched. If a sufficient number 
of events do not occur on their 
own, “psuedo-events” must be 
found or made by energetic 
reporters to insure a constant 
morning-afternoon-evening-7-- 
daily-editions-and-12-specials-a- 
week flow of excitement into 
American homes. News is no 
longer gathered, it is made. 

But Americans want more than 
24-hour a day omnipresence 
through newscasts. They demand 
heroes, adventure, dreams, and a 
happy world—but they want it 
with comfort. News-contrivance 
by the media is but one example 
of our thirst for the artificial, says 
Boorstin. Illusions pervade the 
whole of our lives: talentless, 
achievement-less celebrities made 
overnight by smart promotional 
tactics; adventurous tours of 
distant lands where for a little 
down and forever to pay you can 
get a luxury-lined, air-conditioned 
peep at the natives (or learn 
practically everything there is to 
know about Europe in 14 days); 
public relations departments 
ad vettisime, not «what. oa 
corportation does, but rather its 
““corporate image”; politicians 
concerned not with lofty thoughts 
and noble pursuits, but with 
television appearance and opinion 
polls. 

Image, image everywhere and 
not a man doth think! 


y America 


Perhaps the saddest annal in 
Boorstin’s work concerns the 
vulgarization of the American 
dream as we are transmitting it to 
the world. There was a time when 
America was a land of light and 
promise for millions; our 
statesmen were dedicated to 
spreading our ideals and thus 
winning the respect of the older 
nations. 

Not so today, We want a 
“favorable image”, we seek 
prestige rather than respect. 


“We suffer unwittingly from our 
own idolatry. The more images we 
present to people, the more 
relevant and perverse and 
unattractive they find us. 
Why? ... our images suggest 
arrogance.”’ 


The Image is an excellent work, 
a guaranteed disturber of the 
complacent. If it falls short on 
any point, it is in Boorstin’s 
failure to really delineate the 
CEmurAl MmoOral agus 
involved—integrity and humility. 
He points out the blemishes of 
our society with insight, but deals 
too heavily with the technology, 
mechanics and commercial facts 
of those scars, and not nearly 
enough with their basic 
immoralitites. He concedes we 
have lost our moral vision, but 
fails to tell us how to regain it. 

There are numerous social 
critics—Marshall McCluhan, Victor 
Ferkiss, Alvin Toffler, for 
example—who would vigorously 
disagree with Boorstin. For the, 
man is on the verge of an 
evolutionary upward step, 
precisely because he has such

Some of the best dressed, dress 
for less. Sound impossible? Well, 
it’s not! 

Your family can dress for less 
this fall and still look great. 
Although prices will be higher 
than last year, by following a few 
shopping hints you can save on 
your family’s clothes budget. 


Before you buy anything, take a 
good look at what you have. 
Decide on what must be replaced 
and put these items on a priority 
list. 

A second list might be made up 
of what each person wants. If 
there is a question of how far 
your clothing budget will stretch, 
complete your priority purchases 
first. 

Examine the clothes that you 
already have. Find out which 
items can be passed on from one 
member of the family to another. 


Avoid the two most common 
shopping pitfalls: the duplication 
of an item and buying on impulse. 
Try to think of what you already 
have to wear with an item before 
you buy it. 


Check the construction of the 
garment. Does the garment look 
skimpy or shopworn? ‘Is the 
stitching even? Is one sleeve 
longer than the other? Do the 
number of buttons and button 
holes correspond? 

If the garment looks tired 
before you buy it, think what it 
will look life after three washings 
with your socks, shorts, towels, 
and tennis shoes. 

Read the labels and hang-tags 
carefully, for washing instructions 
and instructions on proper care of 
the garment. 

Learning how to care for 
clothes properly is one of the best 
ways to save money. Many of the 
new polyesters can be ruined 
simply by putting them into water 
that is too hot. Bleaches can cut 
the life span of your garments. If 
used improperly, they can 
permanently ruin the color and 
fiber of a garment. 


Formals are popular selling 
items. “Lots of times a girl is only 
going to one dance and comes 
here where she can find a nice 
dress for three to five dollars,” she 
added. 


Young married couples living on 
limited budgets often find that DI 
can offset the high cost of living 
for them. There is a variety of 
little girls’ dresses available from 
35 cents to one dollar. 


Clothing for little boys is harder 
to come by since most little boys 
wear it out before it has a chance 
to reach the Industries, stated 
Mrs. Scott. 


BYU students frequently find 
costumes for plays or parties at 
DI. The “fifties” parties that are 
becoming so popular have brought 
a lot of students into DI where 
they can find an entire costume 
for only a few dollars, she 
continued.

With the rise in the cost of 
clothing, many people are learning 
the vanishing talent of making 
their own clothes. Margaret 
Childs, assistant professor of 
clothing and textiles at BYU 
cautions people who make their 
own clothes to be careful when 
buying the material they plan to 
use. 


Buy fabric that will hold up and 
don’t buy more fabric then you 
need. According to Mrs. Childs, 
“You can save money if you sew 
with judgment.” 


Thrift shops can be treasure 
houses of good, unbelievably 
low-priced clothing. You may be 
able to pick up some high quality 
clothes for next to nothing. Many 
of these items are actually “new 
mistakes’? that were never worn. 


Deseret Industries (D.I.), has 
pants for 50 cents and shirts for as 
low as a quarter. Some of their 
fashion merchandise can be seen 
daily on the BYU campus. 


Sale merchandise can be your 
best value, if the item is on your 
“want list” and you know the 
item represents good quality for 
good value. Before you buy sale 
merchandise, make sure it fits. If 
you can’t try it on, don’t buy it. 
Sale merchandise is usually not 
returnable. 

Sometimes it is good not to let 
other people buy your clothes for 
you. They buy what they like, 
and it may not suit your tastes. A 
survey by the BYU clothing and 
textiles department showed that 
many of the clothes that students 
don’t wear, were given to them as 
gifts. 

An important thing to 
remember when buying clothes is 
to go to a merchant that you can 
trust. He is concerned because he 
builds his reputation on how 
successfully he clothes you. 

Go to where the salesman are 
trained. Try to go back to a 
salesman who knows you. You'll 
find that a salesman you do 
frequent business with will go out 
of his way to see that you look 
and dress well.

clothing is brought in it first goes 
to the sorting committee who 
determine if it is usable for sale. 
Then it goes through laundry and 
finally to the pricing committee if 
in good condition. If it is not 
selected for sale it goes to the 
diversified crafts room where 
workers take out zippers and 
buttons; from there the remaining 
fabric may be sold as rags. 


Clothing ranges from 25 cents 
for some items to five or six 


dollars for coats and formals. 

One BYU student that bought 
clothing at Deseret . Industries 
stated, “I found a jumper there 
that I reaily like; I wear it all the 
time.”’

Diamond superstition 
now popular tradition

Superstition may possibly be 
the key to understanding the 
custom of wearing the wedding 
ring on the left hand. Myth 
provides us with the story of the 
Baron d’Orchamps, a Parisian 
oracle on mystic subjects; who is 
purported to have started the 
custom of wearing rings on the 
left hand. 

He declared to his fashionable 
clientele that they would have the 
singular ability to ward off evil 
influences and attract good 
fortune by simply wearing their 
diamonds on the left side of their 
bodies. Word spread and the 
custom of displaying the diamond 
On they lent hand beeamic 
fashionable. 

Today, although custom dictates 
wearing the wedding ring on the 
left hand, one may well discover 
that the woman’s diamond 
wedding ring is not like the one 
grandmother or even mother 
wore. 

According to Frank Davis, 
owner and manager of Chalmere 
Diamonds n= Provo, “thre 
traditional woman’s wedding rings 
set of 40 years ago often consisted 
of two bands of white gold with a 
diamond stone set deeply within 
the gold of one band. Today, 
yellow gold is more common and 
the diamond is set more open to 
view. This allows more light to 
reflect around the stone and the 
diamond itself may appear larger 
than it otherwise might in a more 
enclosed setting. 

Davis observed that the popular 
styles in wedding ring sets today 
POUISCE MOrRS CrOmriyiiny ame 
individuality on the part of the 
modern couple. His observation 


goes hand-in-hand with an 
acknowledgement issued by the 
Diamond Information Center 
that, “The trend today among 
about-to-be-engaged couples is 
individuality. 

Inflation has hit the business of 
selling diamonds. “A one-carat 
diamond that would have had a 
rota yalue or O11, 50 
approximately three years ago, 
would now sell for about 
$4,000,” said Davis. For the 
young married couple, ownership 
of a diamond ring could prove to 
be a very worthwhile investment. 

Although Davis has sold 
diamond wedding ring sets for as 
much as $2,000 and as little as 
$100, he observed that the 
average price paid for a woman’s 
ring set today is anywhere from 
$250 to $500. This price range 
generally reflects purchasing 
practices in the Provo-Orem area 
as well as those on a national 
basis. 

Perhaps you’ve wondered who 
gets the last word in the purchase 
of a couple’s wedding rings? Davis 
believes that the average male 
student in the Provo-Orem area, 
interested in buying a diamond 
ring for his fiancee, is oriented 
toward getting his money’s worth. 
The male is interested in knowing 
exactly why he should purchase a 
specific diamond and why he 
should pay the price which his 
friendly jeweler is asking. 

The woman, on the other hand, 
is often more interested in the 
setting that will accompany the 
diamond that she is with the stone 
itself, according to Davis. She 
usually determines the setting of 
her own ring as well as choosing 
the wedding band which her 
bridegroom will wear.

What does a returning 
missionary do with two blue suits, 
five white shirts and a one-way 
ticket home? Well, he can give 
EOUGeshints: and a-suit. to a 
desparate friend or companion 
and return home with one on his 
back. At least that’s what Ron 
Bailey, a junior in pre-law from 
Mesa, did after serving for two 


years in the Texas South Mission. ' 


Bailey, who returned two 
months ago, said that he didn’t 
notice many changes in dress 
during the two years he was gone. 
“Shirts especially haven’t changed 
much; I’m still wearing some of 
the same shirts I wore in high 
school,” he said. 

Offering a slightly different 
Opinion was Kent Crosby, a 
sophomore in business 
management from Santa Maria, 
Calif. who served a mission in 
Bolivia. Upon returning to a 
California university he said that 
the students had changed from 
casual to well-dressed. “When I 
left everyone was wearing blue 
jeans and T-shirts, but when I got 
back they were wearing slacks and 
dress shirts,” he said. 

“Sometimes comparing the 
styles of different countries with 
those in the United States can be 
startling,’’ remarked Marsha 
Teichert, a senior from Provo in 
home economics. She returned 
from a mission to Brazil in 1970 
and said, “Believe it or not, 
Brazilians were ahead of us in 
dress, and that really surprised 
me! When J was there I couldn’t 
believe some of their styles, and I 
then returned to find that the 
States were two years behind 
Brazil fashionwise.”’ 

Is it hard for returned 
missionaries to change their styles 
of dress after two years of 
conservatism? The main problem, 
according to Mitch Smith, a 
salesman at ZCMI, is that they’re 
not used to wearing colors and 
that they sometimes have 
pre-conceived ideas of what they 
want. “One fellow back from his 
mission came in and wanted a suit 
with a narrow lapel. Lapels were 
wide then, but he insisted he 
wanted a narrow one. I finally got 
him to try the wider type and he 
decided he liked it.” 

Jerry Grasser, a senior in history 
from Mitchell, S.D., returned 
from his mission to Argentina in 
1971, just as flared pants were 
making the scene, but he wasn’t 
impressed. “I swore I’d never wear 
flared pants—I held out for six 
months before giving in.” 

“Jt is the general policy of the 
Missionary of the Church that 
missionaries dress in the 
conservative style of the people to 
whom they have been sent to 
teach the Gospel,” stated Max L. 
Pinegar, president of the Language 
Training Mission in Provo. 

“Occasionally missionaries 
forego the traditional suits and 
ties for less formal wear, but they 
do it because of local conditions 
and the judgement of the mission 
president,’ continued Pres, 
Pinegar. 

In some parts of Bolivia, for 
example, the missionaries are 
allowed to wear blue jeans, boots 
and no ties, according to Crosby. 
“Not only is it too hot in the 
jungle cities, but a standard rule is 
that you never want to be better 
dressed than the best dressed 
businessman. In some cities in 
BOA the best dressed 
businessman usually wears tennis 
shoes,” he explained. 

Upon returning home, the 
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major clothing problem facing 
missionaries is what to do with 
suits and shirts or where to throw 
them away. “I had four shirts to 
last through my mission, and they 
were literally falling off my back 
Dy tine iiine. 4b iecinemech, <” 
exclaimed SCOLre Jensen sad 
sophomore in English from Salt 
Lake City. “‘I was in Hawaii just 
before going home and was having 
my shirt ironed. I couldn’t believe 
it when the lady brought it to 
me—there was a big hole in it 
where the iron had gone through 
the material!” 

Another suggestion of what to 
do with old missionary suits was 
offered by Joe Larkin, a junior in 
speech communication from Long 
Beach, Calif. He saved one of his 
suits to use as a costume.

This fall BYU students have 
been buying an increasing number 
of leather purses and back packs. 
A store to store sampling of 
carrying apparel showed that the 
nylon back pack was an extremely 
popular item along with medium 
size leather purses. 


Last year leather was popular, 
and this year the trend appears to 
be even more so. Of the six stores 
surveyed, sales clerks were 
unanimous in agreeing that 
expensive leather hand bags were 
by far the best selling line in 
women’s purses. 


Even though leather is 
expensive, college students are 
apparently willing to pay the 
price. Beverly Burrows, a sales 
clerk at ZCMI in the University 
Mall said “They are paying the 
extra price for the type they 
like.’ Rexene Boulter, a_ sales 
clerk at the BYU Bookstore was 
in agreement. “They are getting 
the quality this year.’’ 

The price range for the leather 
look ranged from a $3.25 denim 
tote bag at J.C. Penny’s in the 
Mall, to leather purses as high as 
$30 at ZCMI. 

Like last year, the color range is 
not too varied in leather purses. 
The tanned, dark brown look is

catching the eyes of most college 
buyers. 

Although leather is a fast seller 
and is extremely popular with the 
college women, one female 
segment of the buying populace 
was not purchasing the leather 
look. According to most of the 
sales clerks interviewed, high 
school girls were not in the 
market for leather purses and tote 
bags. 

Sales of leather are slightly 
above last year’s volume and the 
sales of back packs are well ahead 
of 1973’s pace. Four stores 
contacted reported sales were 
extremely good, with some lines 
hard to keep on the shelves 
because of heavy demand. 

Unlike the leather look, prices 
for the nylon back packs were 
cheaper, ranging from a 99 cent 
style at Bike N’ Hike to a $25 
back pack at Zinik’s in the 
University Mall. 

Most students are buying in the 
$5 to $6 range and Debra Strong, 
a sales clerk at Wolfe’s in Orem 
said that the most popular back 
pack in the store was selling for 
around $7. 

Asked whether males or females 
were buying the most back packs, 
Kim Morgan, a clerk at the Bike 
N’ Hike said “It’s a toss up.”’

The elementary law of “supply 
and demand” is the explanation 
for huge price hikes and growing 
shortages in the denim pant 
industry. 

During the past year the prices 
of denims has jumped from an 
average of $10 or $12 to $15 and 
up. And the trend is for even 
higher prices in the future, said 
Gary Golightly, manager of 
Checkpoint, a local clotes store. 

Reasons for price jumps are 
facnier styles, growing demand, 
short supplies, and general 
inflation. ‘“Never before has 
denim been so high in the fashion 
picture,” said Golightly, “denims 
and brushed denims on the 
average are more expensive than 
our slacks.” 

With increased demand for the 
denim pant, manufacturers have 
entered into tough competition to 
produce as many as them as 
quickly as possible. Golightly 
explained that five years ago most 
stores carried only two or three 
styles of denims, but now they 
might carry as many as 30 or 40 
styles with hundreds of companies 
producing them. 

Added to the problem of 
hundreds of companies competing 
for the market is a denim 
shortage. The summer price hikes 
were due to shortages of cotton in 
the South resulting from flooding 
a year ago. 

Recent hurricanes may -have 
destroyed much of this year’s 
crop and could result in additional 
price hikes. 

Adding pressures to prices is a 
high rate of world-wide inflation. 
“the way I’ve had it explained to 
me from representatives of the 
denim companies is that they have 
to pay inflated costs for laborors, 
more for machinery, and mory to
